Gold From the Sea at Last— 
A Little Bit of Silver, Too 


New York. Oct. 6 (APb- -Recovery 


01 m e n m actual gold and silver 
ever taken from seaw ater, tapping 
the storehouse of m etal everywhere 
dissolved in ocean w ater, was an ­ 
nounced here Friday night by Dr. 
Willard H. Dow, of the Ethyl-Dow 
Chemical company. 
T his first precious seaw ater m etal 
is a tiny nugget, one-tenth of a 
milligram, no bigger th an the head 
of a pin. 
It is half gold and half 
silver. 
It came from the A tlantic ocean 
at W ilmington, North Carolina. 
It 
is part of the gold and silver in 12 
tons of seaw ater which was running 
through the seaw ater brom ine plant 
near W ilm ington of the Ethyl-Dow 
company. 
The recovery fulfils a prediction 
made at St. Petersburg last M arch 
by the same 
chem ists th a t 
gold 
and silver could be taken from sea­ 
water. 
It also proves definitely the 
error in the world-wide scientific 
belief th a t no practical way would 


be found to get the gold out of the 
sea. 
The 12 tons of w ater yielded up 
part of its gold and silver by a 
treatm ent w ith collodial sulphur. 
Tills sulphur was practically liquid. 
It dissolved in the w ater and when 
it settled out, like a sediment, it 
carried the long sought precious 
metals.
